Student dies after allegedly taking body-building drugs

A fitness fanatic student at 
Epsom’s University for the 
Creative Arts (UCA) has 
died after allegedly taking 
deadly body-building pills to 
lose weight. 

Sarmad Alladin, 18, was 
taken to Epsom Hospital at 
4am on February 13, where 
he died two hours later. 

His sudden death hap¬ 
pened just hours after he 
praised fat-burning tablets 
called DNP on Facebook ac¬ 
cording to reports in the na¬ 
tional media. 

Within six hours of Mr

Alladin’s death, the univer¬ 
sity issued a warning 
against the use of body¬ 
building and weight-loss 
drugs via its Student 
Union’s website, to the sur¬ 
prise of students as it made 
no mention of Mr Alladin’s 
death. 

A spokesman for Surrey 
Police said a postmortem ex¬ 
amination carried out on 
Friday, February 22, failed to 
establish a cause of death 


and further toxicology tests 
were being carried out. 

He said: “Police are investi¬ 
gating the circumstances 
surrounding the incident, 
but at this stage the death is 
being treated as unex¬ 
plained and there is no sug¬ 
gestion of any third party 
involvement. An inquest 
into the death has been 
opened and adjourned.” 

The son of an Indian mil¬ 
lionaire, originally from Hy¬ 
derabad, he was, according 
to his Facebook page, chief 
information officer at 


Alladin Industries and was 
studying a one-year diploma 
in art and design at UCA 
Epsom. 

He had posted photos on 
Facebook of his muscles and 
listed “body-building” as 
one of his “likes”. 

Under his favourite quotes 
on the social networking site 
he had posted: “The greatest 
feeling of accomplishment 
in life comes from doing 
things that people said you 
could never do.” 

UCA’s vice-chancellor Dr 
Simon Ofield-Kerr paid 


tribute to Mr Alladin. 

He said: “As a university 
we are devastated by the un¬ 
timely passing of one of our 
students, Sarmad Alladin. 

“Our sympathies are with 
his family and friends at this 
difficult time.” 

A spokesman for UCA’s 
student union said it was 
saddened by Mr Alladin’s 
death and encouraged 
students to use the support 
services available via UCA 
student services.

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Hospital fell short in two areas 


Deliverability and trans¬ 
port and travel issues 
were the two areas that 
would have counted 
against Epsom Hospital 
in recommendations to 
reconfigure acute ser¬ 
vices under the Better 
Services Better Value 
(BSBV) review, the 
Epsom Guardian can 
reveal. 

An expert panel of 
eight met on Monday, 


February 11, and scored 
11 options of hospital 
configurations against a 
range of criteria - includ¬ 
ing clinical outcomes, 
transport and travel, de¬ 
liverability, access to 
services, workforce de¬ 
velopment and patient 
experience. 

The two criterion for 
which Epsom Hospital 
did not score as well as 
its rival hospitals were 


deliverability, which as¬ 
sessed whether it was 
possible to deliver the 
change in the time frame 
set, and transport and 
travel, which assessed 
whether there would be a 
significant increase in 
journey times for carers, 
patients and visitors, if 
Epsom Hospital was to 
keep its accident and 
emergency, maternity 
and children’s units.

‘GPs hold the key to 
threatened hospital’

Epsom’s MP believes the future of 
the threatened Epsom Hospital is 
now in the hands of the area’s doc¬ 
tors after the Better Services Bet¬ 
ter Value (BSBV) review was 
halted for a second time last week. 

Chris Grayling said he was glad 
no recommendations were made 
by the BSBV team on which two 
hospitals out of Epsom, St Helier, 
Croydon, Kingston and St 
George’s should lose their acci¬ 
dent and emergency (A&E), mater¬ 
nity and children’s departments. 

He said he will be holding a sum¬ 
mit meeting in the next few days 
with representatives from affected 
councils in Surrey and local 
health bodies to “discuss what we 
do next within Surrey” and be¬ 
lieves the GP commissioning 
groups for the area, which are due 
to start work on April 1, now hold 
the whip hand. 

He said: “BSBV was a flawed and 
inadequate process and they were 
not in a position to take decisions 
about healthcare in Surrey. 

“It’s very important that Surrey 
starts to develop a response as to 
what we think should happen for 
Epsom instead of the BSBV pro¬ 
cess. The next stage is for us is to 
get the perspective of the GP com¬ 
missioning groups. 

“The difficulty in our area is 
Epsom and St Helier hospitals are 
in one trust. 

“We are locked into London 
through St Helier and through a 
rather botched decision to insert 
Epsom into a process which was 
clearly well-developed, which was 
a massive misjudgement. 

“Now, local doctors need to 


decide what services they want lo¬ 
cally, and there are divided 
opinions. 

“But most of the doctors I have 
heard from are saying they want to 
retain most services in Epsom, al¬ 
though they are not saying they 
want no change. 

“The GPs don’t have to accept 
what is happening and what I 
would like to see happen is for 
them to come up with a clear plan 
of what services they want in our 
community. 

“Once we understand their clear 
commissioning intentions we can 
collectively have a discussion 
about what the future of Epsom 
looks like.” 

But Miles Freeman, chief officer 
at Surrey Downs Clinical Commis¬ 
sioning Group, said it would con¬ 
tinue to work within the BSBV 
programme. 

He said: “We believe there is a 
real opportunity to improve care 


for local people and we continue to 
work with colleagues through the 
BSBV programme to find the right 
solution for local patients and for 
Epsom. A number of proposals 
have emerged as a result of the 
work that has happened so far, but 
nothing has been decided and 
these are only possible proposals 
at this stage. 

“At the programme board last 
week we talked about progress to 
date and some additional areas of 
work that we feel are needed to 
further develop these proposals. 

“Only once this work is complet¬ 
ed will we be able to fully under¬ 
stand what they potentially mean 
for our patients. 

“We understand the current un¬ 
certainty is worrying for local peo¬ 
ple and following this further work 
we will be encouraging people to 
tell us what they think as part of a 
three-month public consultation 
later in the year.” 
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Review costly 

Around £11.5m of taxpayers’ money 
will have been spent on the Better 
Services Better Value (BSBV) review 
by the summer, it has emerged. 

In November last year the review 
had cost the taxpayer £2m, but, just 
four months later, the cost has in¬ 
creased to £5.5m. 

A three-month consultation period, 
expected to begin in the summer, will 
add another £6m to the cost. 

A BSBV spokesman said: “Local 
clinicians believe it is money we need 
to spend so that we can deliver better, 
safer services that are sustainable in 
the long term.”

A man accused of having an 
imitation firearm with in¬ 
tent to cause fear of vio¬ 
lence will stand trial next 
month.

Hospital threat ‘false alarm’ 


A police investigation into an 
alleged threat made against 
a hospital has now been 
closed. 

Epsom Hospital went into 
lockdown, with hundreds of 
people unable to enter or 
leave the site on the morning 
of February 12. 

Since then police have in¬ 
terviewed a man and con¬ 
cluded there was in fact no 


viable threat to the hospital 
or members of the public. 

During the shock closure 
rumours spread that it could 
be due to anything from a 
bomb scare to a baby being 
snatched. 

The trust declined to com¬ 
ment on the nature of the 
threat save to say it turned 
out not to be credible and did 
not relate to a baby.

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Council: No plans for 
job or service cuts 


Epsom Council is not plan¬ 
ning to cut either jobs or ser¬ 
vices this year despite having 
to save half a million 
pounds. 

It intends to raise council 
tax by 1.99 per cent, beneath 
the level that would trigger a 
referendum, and raise coun¬ 
cil service fees and charges 
by about 2.5 per cent - in line 
with inflation. 

A spokeswoman said: 
“There are no planned ser¬ 
vice cuts. The council is re¬ 
designing the way it delivers 
some of its services. No staff 
reductions are being made.” 

She said upgrading the IT 
system for customer services, 
making more services avail¬ 
able online and reducing 
overhead reductions were 
among measures which 
should save about £400,000. 

Increases in rent and other 
charges should generate an 
additional £100,000. 

But Councillor Neil Dallen, 
chairman of the scrutiny 
committee, in a budget speech 
warned that cuts would have 
to be made in future years to 
save £1.5m by 2016. 

Coun Dallen said: “I believe 
that we cannot continue to 
make this size of savings

without our services being 
affected.” 

The cost of a single Dial-a- 
Ride ticket is going up by 7.5 
per cent and the cost of com¬ 
munity alarms and sandwich¬ 
es delivered by Meals on 
Wheels by 5 per cent. Only 
people on benefits will be eli¬ 
gible for free pest control of 
rats from April. 

Labour Coun Sheila Carlson 
said there had already been 
“indirect” staff cuts at the 
council because people who 
left had not always been 
replaced. 

She also highlighted a lack 
of heating at the town hall 
last winter. 

She said: “They have made 
savings, but at what cost?” 

Lib Dem Coun Julie Morris 
pointed out most of the large 
capital investments went to 
rural areas such as Epsom 
Downs. 

This year £30,000 was being 
spent on a hut for Epsom 
Downskeepers and £122,000 
was being set aside as “con¬ 
tingency provision” for main¬ 
taining a sand track for 
horses. 


She said: “This is a massive 
amount of money that the 
local authority puts into very 
valuable local spaces, but has 
the time come to review just 
how much benefit we are get¬ 
ting for this?” 

External funding will be 
used to improve Gatley Av¬ 
enue playground, in West 
Ewell, and BMX/skate facili¬ 
ties at Long Grove Park and 
Cox Lane. 

A council spokeswoman 
said other main areas of capi¬ 
tal investment were afford¬ 
able housing and grants for 
disabled people. 

The Citizen’s Advice Bu¬ 
reau is being given £12,000 
extra this year to recruit a su¬ 
pervisor to train more advis¬ 
ers to deal with an influx of 
clients due to benefit changes 
from April. 

The council plans to spend 
£40m this year. Half of this 
will go on housing benefits 
which will be reimbursed by 
the Government. 

Its planned income is £6m 
from council tax, £3m from 
government grants, Elm from 
business rates, £2m from 
rents and £8m from fees and 
charges. In 2011-12 the coun¬ 
cil spent £42m.

The university’s warning 
against the use of DNP, which 
it issued at lunchtime last 
Wednesday, said: “It has come 
to the university’s attention 
that some very dangerous 
weight-loss and body-building 
drugs could be circulating 
among students. 

“If you have bought or ob¬ 
tained Dinitrophenol (DNP) or 
Dymetadrinetablets online or 
anywhere else, please stop 
using them immediately. The 
drugs are potentially lethal.” 

A UCA spokeswoman said its 
warning was “a precautionary 
measure”. 

She said: “There was no im¬ 
plication that usage of these 
substances on our campuses is 
widespread, but we acted re¬ 
sponsibly by following police 
advice. 

“UCA has a close working 


relationship with the police 
and health authorities local to 
our campuses. 

“We are proactive in respond¬ 
ing to any issues that impact 
on student welfare - even if 
the risks are slight.” 

Tribute messages have been 
left on a Facebook page dedi¬ 
cated to Mr Alladin. 

Hannan Razvi wrote: “Our 
friend’s image is being exploit¬ 
ed by the media. We are sure 
that he did not die due to over¬ 
dose of DNP. Please do not be¬ 
lieve whatever the media says. 
The media has no proof about 
how Sarmad Alladin died and 
the cause of death is still un¬ 
known. Please respect his de¬ 
parted soul.” 

Ingod Email added: “Oh god. 
So young. This happens when 
you don’t really like your body. 
I think he didn’t try a good 
method to lose weight.” 

Nawab Alladin said: 


“Whatever notion is going on 
in the media is portraying him 
to be a spoilt brat, but the actu¬ 
al truth is he was a very down 
to earth person and he had no 
air about his wealth.” 

DNP is commonly sold over 
the internet and marketed at 
body-builders as a way to lose 
weight by dramatically boost¬ 
ing their metabolism. 

In November, the Food Stan¬ 
dards Agency issued urgent 
advice to the public, particu¬ 
larly the body-building com¬ 
munity, about consuming pills 
or powder containing any DNP 
- which it described as “an in¬ 
dustrial chemical known to 
have serious short-term and 
long-term effects, which can be 
extremely dangerous to 
human health”. 

It published the warning fol¬ 
lowing the deaths of two peo¬ 
ple believed to have taken the 
fat-burner substance.

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Police hunt witnesses 
in pistol-whip robbery

Police investigating an armed rob¬ 
bery in which a man was pistol- 
whipped outside a Co-op store 
have released CCTV images in a 
bid to find witnesses. 

A masked robber attacked a cash 
delivery worker and stole his cash 
box containing about £45,000 in 
Tattenham Corner, Epsom, on 
January 30. 

The robber, who was a passenger 
in a cream Chevrolet, jumped out 
and hit the man in the face with a 
handgun, which has still not been 
found, while he was making a rou¬ 
tine stop at the store in Tattenham 
Crescent at 10.30am. 

Police have now released images 
of the car believed to have been 
used by the robber which was 
abandoned in North View 
Crescent. 

Images also show a cash box sim¬ 
ilar to the one stolen and people 
seen near the scene who police be¬ 
lieve could hold vital information 
about what happened. 

A man in his 40s from Battersea 
and a man in his 20s from South¬ 
wark were arrested on suspicion of 
robbery in the days following the 
incident and remain on police bail 
until March. 

Items seized during searches of 


properties in Box Hill in Mole Val¬ 
ley and Wandsworth in London 
are undergoing analysis. 

Deputy senior investigating offi¬ 
cer Detective Sergeant Oana King 
said: “I need local residents and 
workers to ask themselves a few 
simple questions including, do you 
shop regularly at this store? 

“Were you there on the morning 
of Wednesday, January 30? 

“Or had you seen anything suspi¬ 
cious in this area in the days lead¬ 
ing up to the robbery? 

“If the answer is yes, please con¬ 
tact us. 

“I would also appeal to anyone 
who saw the offenders park the car 
in North View Crescent to get in 
touch as your information, no 


matter how small or irrelevant 
you feel it is, could be vital to our 
investigation.” 

Neighbourhood Sergeant Karen 
Coyne said: “Local officers have 
been using their specialist knowl¬ 
edge of the area to assist detectives 
with their investigation and any¬ 
one who would like to discuss this 
incident with them is urged to 
make contact.”

Council plan to rent Ewell Court 
House out privately causes anger

Angry residents have 
slammed Epsom Council’s 
plan to rent out part of a listed 
building to the private sector - 
which they say will stop peo¬ 
ple getting married at the his¬ 
toric setting. 

Members of the Ewell Court 
House Residents’ Association 
(RA) oppose the council’s pro¬ 
posal to rent out the top room 
of Ewell Court House, in 
Lakehurst Road, Ewell, for ad¬ 
ministrative use five days a 
week. 

The house is a Grade II listed 
building, which was complet¬ 
ed in 1879, and is set in park¬ 
land next to a lake. 

Epsom Council bought the 
house for £5,490 in 1935 - on 
the basis it would “secure the 
property for the use and plea¬ 
sure of the inhabitants for all 
time”, according to Ewell 
Court House RA member 
Christine Sanderson. 

She said the council’s propos¬ 
al would deter people from 
using the house for weddings 
and the activities clubs that are 
currently held in the top room, 
and slammed the move as a 
“money-making decision”. 


fear is that when the company 
involved gets its foot in the 
door, the whole house will be 
turned into offices and the 
clubs and social events there 
will be lost forever. 

“If this contract takes place 
there cannot be any more 
weddings in the same way, as 
the whole house is part of the 
wedding package, which is es¬ 


sential for people who get 
married there. 

“Ewell Court House has just 
been given a green flag for 
God’s sake. 

“When will councillors 
learn life is for living, to enjoy 
and make the most of your 
surroundings and that money 
can be the root of all evil?” 

A council spokeswoman said 
the prospective hirer of the 


room was a charity “focused 
on assisting the community” 
and that no decisions had yet 
been made. 

She said: “The council is in 
negotiations to rent out one 
room only on the top floor, 
which is currently empty for 
the majority of the time. 

“The number of weddings 
that take place during the 
Monday to Friday period is 


relatively small and there is 
capacity in the unused space 
upstairs to offset the loss of 
this room. 

“The other major tenants on 
site - the nursery and cafe - 
are commercial operations, 
and Surrey County Council li¬ 
brary has been in place for a 
substantial number of years. 

“As there are 218 wedding 
venues within an 18-mile ra¬ 
dius of Epsom, about 41 
per cent of which are Grade I 
or II listed, it would not be fi¬ 
nancially viable to concen¬ 
trate solely on the wedding 
market for Ewell Court 
House in the face of such 
competition. 

“The council does not intend 
to abandon the wedding mar¬ 
ket and believes there is space 
within Ewell Court House to 
service wedding clients while 
also providing the house with 
a steady income thereby re¬ 
ducing the pressure of limited 
funds.” 

Mrs Sanderson said Epsom 
Council proposed to sell Ewell 
Court House and develop flats 
in its place 10 years ago - a 
plan that was abandoned after 
the Ewell Court House Organ¬ 
isation was formed to cam¬ 
paign against the move.

A “ridiculous big dog lover” has 
been tattooed with his sick dog’s 
name after he raised enough dona¬ 
tions to have its leg amputated. 

Wayne Smith is a volunteer at 
Epsom Canine Rescue (ECR), an 
organisation run by volunteers 
that takes in unwanted and ne¬ 
glected dogs so they can be 
re-homed. 

The 29-year-old has been foster¬ 
ing ECR’s longest resident, Potter, 
a dog which has “the features of a 
labrador, a bull terrier and a 
weimeraner”, which was brought 
to the charity after it was found 
tied to a lamppost when it was 
three months old. 

Last month, Mr Smith appealed 
for donations after discovering the 
one-and-a-half-year-old dog had a 
tumour on his shoulder that 
meant its leg has to be amputated. 
Moved by the much-loved dog’s 
plight, he vowed to get a tattoo of 
Potter and ECR’s logo if he could 
raise £2,000 to pay for Potter’s 
treatment and help other strays. 

After hitting his fundraising tar¬ 
get in just 11 days, Mr Smith said 
Potter was now recovering after 
major surgery, and he could now 
proudly display his new tattoo. 

He said: “The total raised so far 
is well over £3,000. 

“Potter had major surgery to 
remove his leg and shoulder, but 
less than 24 hours later, we picked 
him up, and he was very happy 
and walked through the door, 
straight to his toy basket. 

“After a couple of days, reality 
kicked in and the pain relief wore 
off and Potter spent a week being 
very sore and getting used to only 
having three legs, but he has start¬ 
ed getting back to his old self. 

“The vets said they have never 
seen an animal recover so quickly 
from such major surgery.” 

Mr Smith said Potter has been 
accepted on the Greyfriars Dog 


Hydrotherapy charity scheme, 
where he will receive physiothera¬ 
py and swimming sessions. 

He said: “Every penny really has 
made a difference. 

“There are so many dogs like 


Potter waiting their turn for a lov¬ 
ing home, so I urge anyone think¬ 
ing of getting a dog to look at 
adopting, rather than buying.”

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Council reveals plans to 
remove station crossing

Surrey County Council (SCC) 
is proposing to remove the 
pedestrian crossing outside 
Epsom station once the 
station development is 
completed. 

SCC’s highways engineers 
have consulted with council¬ 
lors, taxi drivers, bus repre¬ 
sentatives, the police, train 
company Southern, and 
Epsom Council, to develop a 
new road layout for Station 
Approach. 

The aim is to find a solution 
that best meet the needs of 
buses, taxis and loading 
facilities for businesses and 
residents. 

SCC is proposing to remove 
the pedestrian crossing out¬ 
side the station entrance and 
close the gap in the central 
reservation - with the extra 
space being used to create 
space for buses and taxis out¬ 
side the station entrance. 

The plans include space for 
three taxi ranks - one directly 
outside the station entrance 
and two across the road, 
which are to be 36m, 38m, and 
23m long respectively.

Black-cab drivers contacted 
the Epsom Guardian last 
month demanding SCC 
listen to their claims that 
the current location of their 
taxi rank - just up the road 
across from the station en¬ 
trance - was costing them a 
fortune. 

They were concerned about 
plans to keep the rank in the 


same position, with SCC 
initially only offering space 
for three cabs outside the sta¬ 
tion’s entrance and started a 
petition against this. 

SCC’s new proposals also 
provide space for loading fa¬ 
cilities outside the new shops 
in the station, and would see 
the existing crossing at the 
junction of Waterloo Road 


widened and improved.

A vital advice service is having 
its funding cut just as it faces a 
big increase in workload 
caused by benefit changes this 
year. 

Leatherhead and Dorking 
Citizens Advice Bureau (CAB) 
had to accept 10 per cent less 
funding for the coming year 
from Mole Valley Council. 

The cut comes at a time when 
neighbouring Epsom and 
Ewell CAB received an extra 
£12,000 from its council to 
pay for an extra casework 
supervisor. 

Despite the cut Leatherhead 
and Dorking CAB has man¬ 
aged to protect opening hours 
and staff through cost-cutting, 
using its reserves and taking 
on work for the county council 
on a new welfare scheme. 

But chairman of trustees 
Peter Jackson warned it did 
not have the time or resources 
to prepare for extra requests 
when welfare reforms come in 
from April. 

He said they were now hav¬ 
ing to spend part of their time 
on the Local Assistance 
Scheme, which will replace ele¬ 
ments of the Government 


social fund, in return for a 
grant from Surrey County 
Council. 

He said: “This will not cover 
the considerable extra work we 
know we will get from clients 
concerning the effect of the 
Welfare Reform Act.” 

The CAB has already experi¬ 
encing a more than 20 per cent 
increase in requests for advice 
over benefit changes. 


Its original grant application 
to Mole Valley for £139,000 was 
reduced to £125,500 after a 
council officer advised it the 
amount would not be forth¬ 
coming due to financial 
pressures. 

Mole Valley Council leader 
Councillor Chris Townsend 
said the council still provided 
the CAB with a “tremendous 
amount”, which makes up 70 


per cent of its funding. 

He said: “We recognise the 
valuable work they do. 

“I accept there is going to be 
more work as welfare changes 
come throughout we have to 
cut our costs. 

“We are trying to ensure it 
can continue as best it can and 
should it be concerned in six to 
nine months time it has every 
right to come back.” 


Tests show 
school food 
contains no 
horse meat 

School dinners in Surrey’s 
schools have been given the 
all-clear on horse meat, but 
Surrey County Council 
(SCC) is still testing food 
deliveries. 

An SCC spokesman said: 
“We have the Soil Associa¬ 
tion’s mark accreditation, 
so we take food provenance 
extremely seriously. 

“Our supplier, 3663, has 
assured us it has full trace- 
ability of all food supplied 
to our schools and none of it 
has been contaminated with 
horse meat. 

“None of the implicated 
food processing plants are 
used by our suppliers. 

“However, as an additional 
precaution we are testing 
food deliveries ourselves 
with the help of our trading 
standards team.” 

SCC said if any contami¬ 
nated beef was found it 
would immediately with¬ 
draw it.

Festival without funds 
for second year in row

The show must go on for a drama 
festival left without council fund¬ 
ing for a second year in a row. 

The Leatherhead Drama Festi¬ 
val, whose patron is actor Sir 
Michael Caine, will nevertheless 
showcase 27 plays, including nine 
new plays, in May. 

The festival, now in its 10th year, 
had its application for a £3,000- 
grant rejected by Mole Valley 
Council amid continuing financial 
pressures. 

Festival chairman David Brett 
said: “Not having Mole Valley on 
board makes it feel as though they 
are not supporting us anymore. 

“But there’s less money around. 
We have got to learn to find our¬ 
selves other funding sources.” 

Mr Brett said the festival had two 
£2,000 grants from Surrey County 
Council for this year and he 
thanked individuals for their gen¬ 
erous support in 2012. 

He said: “We have been 
extremely lucky in getting some

respite, but it’s still going to be dif¬ 
ficult. I would say I hope we are 
going to cover ourselves this year.” 

The festival costs about £25,000 
and will take place between May 6 
and 17 with a gala awards night on 
May 18. 

Its patron Sir Michael, the Oscar- 
winning actor who starred in Alfie 
and the Italian Job, has also been 


invited to the festival. 

Mr Brett said: “If he is in the 
country and available I’m quite 
sure he will appear.” 

Liberal Democrat Councillor 
Dave Howarth spoke out against a 
second year of grant cuts for arts 
organisations including Leather- 
head’s Freewheelers Theatre 
Company. 

Coun Howarth said: “Without 
this funding these organisations 
are going to struggle to do as well 
as before or struggle to survive at 
all.” 

Mole Valley Council leader 
Councillor Chris Townsend was 
one of the two county councillors 
to allocate £2,000 to the drama fes¬ 
tival this year. 

Coun Townsend said arts organi¬ 
sations did not meet the criteria 
for grants this year due to less 
funds, but no groups reported 
being at serious risk. 

He said: “They may might well 
be having difficulties but they are 
not going to the wall. 

“We did not have funds 
available.”

A dedicated council manager who 
started work at 4am each day has 
died of a heart attack. 

Friends and family of Dennis 
Doolan, 64, known as Den, gath¬ 
ered on Friday at the funeral of the 
waste services controller at the 
Longmead depot. 

Mr Doolan died of a heart attack 
on February 6 after having worked 
for Epsom Council for 16 years. He 
had been due to retire later this 
year. 

Every day after opening the 
depot at 4am he would call staff to 
wake them up and make sure they 
were at work on time. 

Council chief executive Francis 
Rutter paid tribute to him at a 
council meeting last week. 

She said: “We are fairly sure he 
did this to them even when he was 
on holiday.” 

Ms Rutter said he joined the 
council as a road sweeper and 
worked his way up after serving 
with the Royal Marines and Royal 
Air Force. 

She said: “He really went above 
and beyond the call of duty every 
day and it often went unnoticed be¬ 
cause he did it quietly behind the 
scenes.”

A father is running a marathon in 
memory of his baby son. 

Roger Gibbs, 56, from Wilmot 
Way, Banstead, is training to run 
the London marathon this April, 
32 years after his son Kevin died 
suddenly, aged just seven weeks. 

Mr Gibbs, who has already 
raised more than £1,100 for the 
Foundation for the Study of Infant 
Deaths (FSID), said he remem¬ 
bered Kevin while running. 

He said: “I hurt when I run - it is 
one of the things that keep me 
going. 

“It still gets to me sometimes.” 

Mr Gibbs said he still thought 
about Kevin all the time, especially 
on his birthday and March 27, the 
day he died in 1981. 

He said: “At the time my wife ac¬ 
tually discovered him in the cot 
and called out to me. 

“I went into the room and it was 
obvious he was dead.” 

FSID funds vital research and 
promotes safe baby care advice as 
well as supporting bereaved 
families. 

Mr Gibbs said the charity did not 
exist in 1981 and they were not of¬ 
fered any support to cope with 
shock and grief. 


He said: “I am sure it could have 
helped at the time but it was not 
on offer so we did not think about 
it. We were left to get on with it.” 

Kevin was his second son, born 


after his eldest daughter, now 32, 
and before his two other sons, now 
30 and 22.

Wrong about 
Hillsborough 


I was surprised to read that 
Surrey Police Commissioner 
Kevin Hurley cited “fans turn¬ 
ing up late from the pub” as 
one of the three primary caus¬ 
es of the 1989 Hillsborough dis¬ 
aster (Policing My Way, 
February 14). 

That the disaster was caused 
by late fans is one of the many 
pieces of misinformation 
spread by South Yorkshire Po¬ 
lice in the aftermath of the dis¬ 
aster, in order to detract from 
their own failures. 

These untruths have proved 
surprisingly tenacious, despite 
having no basis in fact. 

The 2012 Report of the Hills¬ 
borough Independent Panel 
categorically stated that “the 
crush at the Leppings Lane 
turnstiles was not caused by 
fans arriving late”. 

The dangerous crowd build¬ 
up arose because the seven an¬ 
tiquated turnstiles were 
insufficient to cope with 10,100 
supporters allocated to the 
Leppings Lane terraces. Un¬ 
able to process more than 1,000 
people an hour, it was in¬ 
evitable - and perfectly fore¬ 
seeable - that there would be a 
dangerous crowd build-up. 


This notorious Leppings 
Lane bottleneck saw similar 
crushes develop at FA Cup 
semi-finals in 1981, 1987 and 
1988, and fatalities then were 
only narrowly averted. 

David Cameron was unequiv¬ 
ocal the fans were not to blame 
for Hillsborough, as was Lord 
Justice Taylor in his 1989 in¬ 
quiry and the Hillsborough In¬ 
dependent Panel in 2012. Even 
the current Chief Constable of 
South Yorkshire Police has la¬ 
belled the attempts by his force 
to blame the fans for the disas¬ 
ter as “wrong and sick”. 

Incidentally, Mr Hurley 
refers to the match comman¬ 
der at Hillsborough as a “fast 
tracker”. Wrong again - Chief 
Superintendent David Ducken- 
field had been a police officer 
for 26 years by 1989, having 
made inspector rank in 1974, 
and superintendent rank in 
1983. The problem was that 
Duckenfield had little experi¬ 
ence of policing football 
matches and, when confronted 
with a dangerous problem, he 
simply “froze”.

Foxes are only trying to 
survive, not attack us 


Shutting doors now 
after fox sat on sofa 


Enough hysteria about the 
“menace” of urban foxes. 

Check with the National Fox 
Welfare Society for reassur¬ 
ance and a few basic facts. 

Foxes do not hunt in packs, 
they do not kill for pleasure, 
and they rarely attack crea¬ 
tures bigger than themselves 
(the average weight of an adult 
female vixen is only 5.7 
kg/131b, much smaller than 
many dogs or cats). 

It is much more likely that a 
fox will hunt rats than dogs or 
cats. Rat-hunting is surely a 
useful purpose in our litter-rid¬ 
den streets? 

They are good scavengers 
and omnivores. They are also 


part of our national bio-diver- 
sity, and deserve as much con¬ 
cern as other animals equally 
displaced by man’s monopoly 
and equally struggling to sur¬ 
vive (hedgehogs, thrushes, 
starlings, dormouse, skylark, 
etc.) 

It is most probable that a fox 
“attack” is the product of 
panic when a fox finds itself 
cornered. It is ludicrous to 
imagine a fox is going to take 
on a fully grown human unless 
it feels threatened enough to 
create a diversion so it can 
escape.

In a civilised society 
intervention should be 
humane, but it is neces¬ 
sary, witness the Black 
Death. 

Not to do so is cowardly 
and certain to lead to dis¬ 
aster where “extremist” 
advocacy will win.

Do I get paid?

Key factors to remember 

Buyers advised to take account of seven point checklist 


With the number of house hunters 
on the rise, estate agents are 
advising prospective buyers of to 
take account of key long-term 
considerations before buying a 
home. 

Latest figures from the National 
Association of Estate Agents 
(NAEA) show that the number of 
house hunters registered per 
member branch is increasing, while 
data from the Council of Mortgage 
Lenders revealed the number of 
first time buyers is also at a five-year 
high. 

Mark Hayward, President of the 
NAEA, said: “Despite the downturn, 
buyers are buying homes and it is 
important for those who haven’t 
been through the process before or 
are returning to the market to take 
into account a number of factors 
before buying a property. An NAEA 
agent will be able to guide you 
through the process and provide 
their market insight to help inform 
any decisions you make. 

“Issues like access to the property 
and shared boundaries can 
sometimes be a source of friction if 
not properly understood. But if you 
know your rights and

responsibilities before moving in, 
there is less chance of problems 
arising later on.” 

The NAEA has the following 
seven-point checklist for anyone 
buying a home: 

Leasehold vs Freehold - There 
are two main types of property 
ownership in the UK and you should 
always check which applies to the 
home you’re buying. Leasehold 
means you effectively own the land 
on which the property is located for 
a defined period of time; extending 
this can incur a substantial fee. For 
this reason knowing the length of 
time remaining should be a key 
consideration. Freehold is more 
straightforward, although the 
details of the deed should always be 
checked over by a reputable 
solicitor. 

Access - Never assume you have 
automatic access rights to a 
property. Be sure to check this 
before you buy. Relying on a 
neighbour’s goodwill for access via a 
shared drive, for example, can be 
risky. If circumstances change you 
could be left in a difficult situation. 


Boundaries - A property’s legal 
boundaries may not be listed on the 
title deed. While physical 
boundaries (such as a fence or 
hedge) appear more obvious it is 
always worth consulting with your 
estate agent at viewing stage to 
ensure there is no confusion. 
Remember, you will be responsible 
for any trees or plants on your 
property that hang across 
boundaries. 

What’s listed? - Although listed 
buildings are a fairly well- 
known phenomenon, their 
restrictions can be 
complex, therefore it pays 
to check what the listing 
covers. For example, the 
status of features like 
fireplaces and windows 
should be checked before 
refurbishment. 

Planning Permission - 
Just because an extension 
or loft conversion looks the 
part, it doesn’t necessarily 
mean it has planning 
consent. Always check that 
any additions to the 
property have full written 
planning permission, 


otherwise you could be left with the 
cost and responsibility of reverting 
the property back to its original 
state. 

Block Parties - If you live in a 
shared block it can be managed in 
different ways, and this should be 
something the selling agent can 
clarify. On occasion, a block may be 
managed by an external agent, or 
the other leaseholders may have 
taken on management 
responsibilities as a group (‘Right to 


Manage’). In both cases it is prudent 
to establish in advance what this 
means for you, both in terms of fees 
and responsibilities. 

Future gazing - Remember to ask 
your agent if they are aware of any 
planned developments in the 
vicinity of the property. Under the 
revised consumer protection 
regulations, agents have an 
obligation to declare any 
information that consumers need in 
order to make informed decisions.

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‘Headphones should be banned’ 


The vast majority of UK 
adults (83 per cent) would 
like to see wearing head¬ 
phones while driving made 
illegal, according to a new 
research from the UK’s 
biggest car leasing company, 
ContractHireAndLeasing. 
com. 

At the moment, there is no 
direct law that says drivers 
cannot use headphones 
behind the wheel, although 
Rule 148 of the Highway Code 
does state that drivers should 
avoid distractions ‘such as 
loud music’. As such, in the 
event of a collision, using 
headphones to listen to music 
could potentially be taken 
into account as evidence that 
you were driving without due 
care and attention. 

While it remains a grey 
area in the law, it is clear that 
the majority of us dislike 


Call to outlaw use of earpieces while driving 



other motorists using 
headphones. 

In a survey of more than 
2,000 UK residents, it was the 
older generations which most 
appear to find this behaviour 
unacceptable. 

In particular, those aged 
over 45 felt strongly that 
headphone use behind the 
wheel should be outlawed, 
with 88 per cent saying they 
‘strongly agree’ that it 
should, rising to 91 per cent 
for the 65 and overs. 

This contrasts with the 
youngest age group, perhaps 
a group among the most 
likely to be tempted to use 
headphones, where only 
38 per cent ‘strongly agree’ 
with the idea of a ban. 


Likewise, the 25-34 age 
group was the most likely to 
strongly disagree with a ban, 
taking a 15 per cent share of 
their vote, while only four per 
cent of the 65+ age group said 


they strongly disagreed with 
a ban. The rural South West 
was the region where drivers 
most supported a ban, with 62 
per cent strongly agreeing to 
a ban compared to 


Humberside, where just 45 
per cent felt the same. 

It would appear that the 
majority of motorists think 
that using headphones while 
driving amounts to an 
unnecessary risk and 
distraction. 

Drivers using headphones 
to listen to music must also 
be careful not to hold any 
music playing device (phone 
or MP3 player for example) 
or be seen to take their eyes 
off the road to select a track. 

In these situations, the 
argument that the behaviour 
is careless, gets stronger. 

With a phone that plays 
music, there is also the 
chance you could be fined for 
using a mobile phone even if 


you weren’t making a call. 

“While not strictly illegal, 
using headphones is probably 
even worse than playing loud 
music in your car,” says the 
ContractHireAndLeasing. 
corn’s marketing manager, 
Richard Lawton. 

“As well as the music being 
distracting, the headphones 
work like earplugs and block 
out the noises from the road 
around you - that could be 
the screech of tyres warning 
you of a potential collision, 
or the sirens of an emergency 
vehicle trying to get past. 

“We would like to see the 
government bring in a clear 
ban as an unnecessary risk is 
being taken when drivers 
plug-in and drive,” he added.
